Writing the reports 

Word limit: 500 - 1000 words 

Each report should include the following sections 

• Description of the condition including incidence and etiology 

• Signs and symptoms 

• Indications and contraindications for massage therapy 

• Reference list 

You are expected to reference a minimum of one massage-related pathology text and two 
other reputable sources of information. 



Draft, review, and final submission process 

Once you have posted your draft you will be given feedback by your lecturer. 

You are also expected to read the posts of the other students in your class, and give them 
constructive feedback on their work. Constructive feedback is feedback that could help in the 
improvement of their report. 

You have until the final due date to rewrite (edit) your post and re-post it. 



Peer assessment process
